MICROBES IN THE SCALP 


Gold Spike Used as Marker of Adven 


of New Road—Trains Will 


Run Shortly. 


McKee Gap, February 19, 1910 


The staid old town of East Free- 


dom was awakened from her long 
nap on Tuesday by the appearance of 
the steam engine and a string of cars 
with about sixty men laying track on 
the bed of the old Midland Railroad, 
now the Bedford and Hollldaysburg 
Branch of the Pennsylvania Railroad. 


The event was looked forward to 


with interest because it started a new 
epoch in the history of the town. 
With this in view. Constable G. A. 
Hoenstine had the machinery ready 
to put into operation on short notice, 
and as the track was laid across 
Johnstown Street the genial constable 
appeared with a gold spike to nail 
the railroad fast to the town. About 
three hundred people, including the 
•workmen, heard of the informal event 
and appeared on the scene. 


The honor of driving the spike was 


accorded Andrew Ott, the oldest man 
of the town both in age and in num- 
ber of years a resident. Mr. Ott has 
been identified with the interests of 
the town for a long time, being now 
86 years of age, and for many years 
prominently identified with the Odd 
Fellows, the Mechanics and the Mac- 
cabee 
lodges 
of 
East 
Freedom. 


Promptly at 12 o'clock the hammer 
in the steady hand of the striker 
struck the twelve measured strokes 
that sent the gold spike to the spot 
where it will do its silent duty as a 
marker of the advent of a new epoch 
in the history of the town it graces. 


The hammer used was the same 


one used by the venerable Captain 
Shock of Claysburg in driving the 
gold spike presented by Dr. J. W. 
Johnson in honor of the entrance into 
that town of the same railroad. The 
hammer was made by Jacob Shock 
of King, a son of Captain Shock, and 
has been in use driving spikes the 
whole length of the railroad and will 
he kept as a relic of the days of build- 
ing the old Midland. 


After the spike driving H. C. Bur- 


ger, who has been identified with 
the best interests of the town all his 
life, was ushered to the front and in 
his natural and. forceful way deliver- 
ed a stirring address to those assem- 
bled. He spoke of the town and its 
history, and the advent of the rail- 
road into both, and the change it 
would bring to the quiet place, which 
he hoped would make the town more 
and more a place of business and the 
dwelling place of more people. 


He paid a high compliment to the 


feuilders of the railroad, and the men 
they have employed, and who have 
made the town their home during the 
construction. There has not been a 
single act of lawlessness among tht 
men since they came here and the> 
have all to a man enjoyed their stay, 
and their presence has been appreci- 
ated by the people. Mr. Burger re- 
ceived loud applause at the close of 
his address. 


Work is being pushed on the rail- 


road as fast as the weather will per- 
mit and trains will shortly be run- 
ning the whole length of the road.

Target Practice in Cuba—Game of 


Baseball. 


U. S. S. Virginia, 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
February 8, 1910. 


Editor Gazette:—Perhaps some of 


the readers of The Gazette will be in- 
terested in the work of Uncle Sam's 
men connected with the Atlantic 
Fleet of our navy. The whole fleet, 
with the exception of the Virginia, 
Michigan and Louisiana, spent the 
holidays at New York City, leaving 
there shortly after for Guantanamo', 
Cuba, for the spring target practice. 
'j.he other three ships had not at that 
time finished the repair work being 
done on them, but were to follow as 
soon as practicable. 
The Virginia, on which I am sta- 


tioned, left the navy yard at Ports- 
mouth, Va., the ISth of January and 
went to sea, to test the engines which 
were repaired. 
After 24 hours' run 


it was. found the port engine was a 
Traction of an inch out of the way 
and we went into Hampton Roads, 
where we lay at anchor while the 
necessary work was done to repair 
the machinery. 


We left Hampton Roads on the 


30th for Cuba, arriving in the bay 
at noon Thursday, the 3rd, after a 
rough trip, during which nearly all 
hands were seasick. 
On Friday we 


put 200 tons of coal on board and 
Saturday afternoon men of the Vir- 
ginia and Wisconsin crossed bats on 
me baseball diamond. The score was 
S to 0 in favor of the Wisconsin, due 
to the "fact that they had a month's 
practice before we arrived here.

nfiuence the liability of a strike and 
ire. 
As shown by statistics, it'may 


be truly asserted that the risk in the 
country is five times greater than in 
the city. 


There is but one method known to 


science 
whereby 
we 
may 
guard 


against loss from this destructive ele- 
ment, that is to provide a path over 
which the condensed electricity of a 
cloud may find its way into the earth 
without injury to life or property. 
Such a path may be termed a light- 
ning conductor and which may be 
constructed of iron, steel, copper and 
ike metals of sufficient size and sur- 
ace to safely carry off the average 
bolt of lightning. If the conductors 
ire of metal and have sharp points 
hey give off "brushes" of electricity 
vhich neutralize the stress above 
hem and prevent a lightning stroke. 


The function of a lightning conduc- 


or is two-1'old: first, that of conduct- 
ng the charge to the earth; second, 
he prevention of a disruptive dis- 
charge by silent neutralization of the 
cloud electrification. 
All barns and 


exposed buildings should be protected 
faj ligiitning conductors.

A Friend. 


By action of the Post Office Depart- 


ment the word free has been stricken 
out of the rural delivery service. 
It 


never was free, and the farmers don't 
ask nor expect any free service. 
All 


good things have a value and cost 
something, and the farmers bear their 
full share of all the expenses of the 
government, and expect an equal 
share of its benefits. 


The Rural Delivery mail service is 


one of the greatest benefits which has 
come to the farmer, as it now reaches 
20,000,000 rural people every day. 
The service is a benefit if properly 
The services is a benefit if properly 
laid out and it is to be lamented that 
this is not the case in many places. 
It could be much improved by honest 
readjustment. 


'The unfortunate part of the mat- 


ter is that many of those who have 
the service stand by the Congressman 
for his influence in obtaining the ser- 
vice for them, and those who do not 
have it allow themselves to be patted 
on the back and told of their fine 
farms and promised that if re-elected 
he will make readjustments and have 
the mail dropped at the door. All 
for political gain for the candidate. 


The election comes around and the 


farmer's honest promise is carried 
out, 
the Congressman elected—but 


what about the rural service? When 
asked to fulfill his promise he says, 
"Wait a little, it is too soon after 
election—it won't do yet." So the 
patient farmer holds his peace for a 
few months, then reminds the Con- 
gressman again, when he gets some- 
thing like this for an answer: "Yea, 
now something will soon be done; i 
am at your service and will do all I 
can for your people." All right! The 
farmer goes home and tells his family 
and most confidential friends, "Some- 
thing is doing." 
When, after some 


time the farmer and his friends think 
something ought to be on the way, he 
goes to hear what progress is made 
he is told to lay out a route and get 
the signatures of all patrons who will 
be benefitted and "We will soon have 
it in operation." The farmer and his 
friends go home in good cheer, do 
what they were requested, send the 
draft and much-signed petition to 
the Congressman, 
and then wait 


hopefully, several months. 


When they go to see what progress 
is made—then what? "Yes, your ap- 
plication and petition, together with a 
recommendation from me, are on file in 
the Department, but we must let this 
matter lie a little as I am going to be 
a candidate for re-election and it 
would be used against me." So the 
farmers go home again and help to 
bring about the election of Mr. Con- 
gressman again. 


In due time the honest farmer con- 


stituents again go to him, when the 
fault is put upon the opposite parties. 
The farmers return to their homes 
and finally find out the true state of 
affairs. 
They find that Mr. Congress- 


man has some postmasters that must 
be cared for and he must have routes 
laid out to suit them. The farmers 
must again stand back. Finally they 
again go to see him and now, after 
establishment is made to suit him 
and his postmaster friends, he tells 
the farmer that 110 rural route can 
start out OH a star route. Here, after 
the farmer has followed him through 
these unredeemed promises, he tries 
to put the fault on the Department, 
but these same farmers happen to 
know that very few rural routes can 
be established without coming in 
touch at some- places with star routes. 
The farmers know where the trouble 
is and they now have made up their 
minds to kick, and if promises made 
are not carried out they will kick 
hard. 


If this article does not reach the 


waste basket and comes before the 
public, some of whom know every 
word to be true, we can write another 
article of a more personal nature, and 
if a second dose must be given it will 
be worse than the first. We just 
want to say, in conclusion, that there 
are some sections in the County of 
Bedford where the rural relivery 
route covers four miles of star routes, 
and many rural delivery routes over- 
lap and travel the same roads, while 
under a readjustment more people 
can be served. We think rural ser- 
vice is intended to benefit the rural 
people and not the postmaster and 
other officials.

deity or His suffering in the sinner's 
stead or His literal resurrection from 
the dead are not bearing messages from 
God, 
but from the great adversary. 


Yet multitudes are willingly deceived 
by the god of this -world, who is in 
so many ways blinding the minds of 
them who believe not.
